Washington, Jan. 25.—The Republi- 


can caucus of the senate decided def- 
initely upon the re-organization of th« 
elective offices of that body, and nom- 
inated Hon. Charles Bennett of New 
York for secretary ta succeed" Hon. 
William E. Cox, and Hon. Daniel M. 
llansdell of Indiana for sfrrgoant-at- 
arms to succeed Colonel R. J. Bright. 
Some feeling was manifested over the 
election of a secretary, caused by the 
circulation of reports concerning Hon. 
J. S. Clarkson, who was Mr. Bennetts 
only competitor, which his friends con- 
sidered uncomplimentary and untrue.

Columbus, O., Jan. 25.— The Repub- 


lican members o£ the senate held a. 
caucus for the purpose of considering 
the question of the confirmation of ex- 
Governor Bushnell's recess 
appoint- 


ments. It -was dwlded to do nothing, 
ts GoTemor Nash had not reached a. 
definite coaclusion !iu regard to all of 
them. 


At noon tha Democratic senators 


"got together," as they expressed it, 
iff the first caucus since the sessioa 
opened. They only discussed their gen- 
eral policy as tha minority in the sen- 
ate. The recess appointments did not 
come up, as the Democrats do not see 
anything in it for them. 


Senator Dodge of Cuyahoga intro- 


duced a good roads bill, which pro- 
vides for the appointment by the gov- 
ernor of a state commission of three 
members, who shall supervise the im- 
provement of all public highways, the 
state to bear one-half of the cost of all 
such improvements, the money to be 
raised by general taxation. 
Fifteen 


per cent, is to come off the abutting 
property owners benefited by the im- 
provement. the remainder to be borne 
by the counties. 


Senator Hanna introduced a bili 


amending the statutes so that a public 
official •n-ill be forbidden to do busi- 
ness simply with the office or* depart- 
ment with vrhieh he is connected- As 
it EOT? stands they are forbidden to 
take any public contract. 


A bill by Senator Lawrence proposes 


to give to probate judges, instead of 
the county commissioners the right to 
nominate members o£ the boards of 
election. 


The senate passed Senator \Virt"s bill 


empowering humane societies to draw 
money from county treasuries to pay 
attorney fees in cases of prosecution 
for cruelty to children. 


House Proceedings. 


Of the 13 bills 
introduced in the 


house, the most noteworthy was that 
by Dr. Love, the representative from 
Erie county. It is to make more strin- 
gent the present laws requiring the ex- 
amination and registration of physi- 
cians. It provides that after July 1, 
1SOO, physicians who couie to Ohio 
from other states, or medical gradu- 
ates who desire to practice medicine in 
Ohio, shall file a written application 
with the state board of registration, to 
be examined. The fee shall be ?25. Tlio 
application, must be accompanied 
proof of moral character, and 
must 


aiao be accompanied by a diploma 
trom a college or high school as proof 
of educational qualification. There is 
a reciprocity section providing that 
physicians coming from other states 
having similar regulations may be ad- 
mitted upon his certificate upon pay- 
ment of a fee of 550. 


A bill introduced by Mr. Ross will, 


if enacted, take from the county au- 
ditors the power of judge, jury and 
prosecutor in the matter of placing on 
the duplicate emitted property for tax- 
ation. The bill provides the auditor 
must begin such proceedings in. pro-- 
bate court", upon security for costs be- 
ing gives by the informant. The prop- 
erty owner shall be entitled to a hear- 
ing' before the probate court ajid be 
permitted to present testimony of wit- 
nesses, and the additions to the dupli- 
cate shall be made upon the order of 
the probate court. In the event that 
Mr. Ross' bill, enabling any person to 
turn tax inquisitor, should fail to pass.

New Haven, Conn., . Jan. 25.—Wil- 


liam Jennings Bryan arrived In New 
Haven at 2:15 p. •'»., and was driven 
to the city hall, where a reception was 
held.
